When President ‘Wilson delivered his first an- 
nual message, or rather address, to congress last 
week he made some telling points that place him 
in the front rank .among the great statesmen 
That address, taken 
together with what has’ already been accom- 
plished in tariff revision downward and the ecur- 
rency law, proves that never since Lincoln have’ 
we had a mau like this in the White House, and 


the American people as a whole ought to be very - 


grateful and thankful that a real statesman and 


real honest patriot is again at the head of this, 
government, and this should apply to the rank . 


and file of the people, irrespective of pat pol# 
ities. ? 
He has no thought of self, or of building up a 
machine for his own re-election, as has been the 
custom ever since the civil war, and there is no 
question but what he is getting very dear to the

Downward revision of the tariff on the recuse 
sities of life; an income tax upon the swollen in- 
comes of the rich; remedial currency legislation ;

He demands through the 
currency legislation economie freedom and safety 
for tle American farmer, and freedom from semi- 
And last, but by no means 
least, he favors national suffrage for women. 

If all these things mean anything at all they 
mean that the Wilson regime is ushering in an 
era where the rights and welfare of man are 
paramount issues, never so advocated sinee the 
time of Lineoln. 

He. scored Huerta ‘roundly and said Mexico 
would never know peace or freedom until he was 
eliminated entirely. In speaking of the national 
direct primary, the president said:

tions consist not of delegates chosen for 
this single purpose but of nominees of 

_ congress, nominees for the vacant seats

‘didates for presidency themselves, in 
order that the platforms may be framed
